MILLENNIAL 
PERIOD. 


Mr. Abram S. Hewitt, to whom we have 
not been accustomed to look for unselfish 
political sentiment, and who has never been 
our ideal model of statesmanship, has just 
given utterance to so exalted a sentiment, 
that, indeed, the political world stands 
silent and awe-struck in the effort to grasp 
it in all its breath and marvelous grandeur. 
He declares that he cannot consent to be­ 
come a candidate for the Presidency of 
the United States, because he '* don’t wish 
to strive, or seem to strive, for a post that 
Bhould be' filled by a man who can look 
over and beyond the mere distribution of 
spoils, and grasp the fact that our Govern­ 
ment is the prototype for the world’s future 
governments.” 
The country will feel relieved to know 
that Mr. Hewitt is out of the way, that he 
is cognizant of his own modesty ; but 
it will be puzzled somewhat to know 
whether his declaration is not, after all, in 
the nature of a confession of weaknees and 
want of faith In the possible attainment he 
desires. 
Does this astute politician mean 
to tell us that be cannot “ look over and 
beyond the mere distribution of the spoils?” 
Or does he mean to imply that he caD, but 
that he fears his fellow-citizens would not 
give him credit for such lofty virtue ? 
Docs he intend to convey the idea that in 
the history of the nation we have never 
had a President who fills the ideal he cre­ 
ates ? He would be safe, probably, in so 
declaring without ambiguity, for with possi­ 
bly a solitary exception party has been 
not only the servant but the master of 
Presidents, in greater or leas degree. 
We confess that we cannot look forward 
to the time when party shall have no influ­ 
ence in the choice of a P resident; and 
while we desire to see the Bpoils system 
eliminated, we have no sort of an idea that 
Presidents who owe their success to party 
support will ever be chosen who will 
wholly ignore the system of politic »1 re­ 
wards. 
If Mr. Hewitt would have us un­ 
derstand that he does not refer to the re­ 
cognition by a President of men repiesent- 
ative of the sentiment that his election 
signifies the people desire to dominate the 
country, as contra-distinguished from a 
President who will use the patronage of 
his office to fatten party leeches, and ad­ 
minister his trust to advance party ends 
first, then we can imagino such a state of 
political perfection as will result in the 
choice of such a man. 
But to arrive at 
this stage of exaltation must not the coun­ 
try choose its President irrespective of par­ 
ty, and is not that an impossibility ? We 
think so. 
Mr. Hewitt’s idea, in short, is 
too great a one for this age, or for many 
that are to come ; indeed, it may not be 
going too far to say that it is an idea in ad­ 
vance of and beyond a pure democracy, 
and gives us a faint glimpse of a possible 
millennial period, after the lapse of eons 
of time when the whole people shall be of 
one mind, and there shall he no 11 unsound 
majority ” and uo sound “ rem nant.”

The foolish people at the Esst who ob­ 
ject to the new standard of time are very 
much like those of olden time who perse­ 
cuted the discoverers of natural laws. 
Even in California, at a not distant day, 
strange as it may seem, a teacher in one of 
the cow counties was dismissed by s school 
directory for insisting upon the rotundity 
of the earth. 
Several Eastern officials 
have made asses of themselves by invoking 
the law to prevent people from setting 
their clocks according to the new standard 
of time, which we have heretofore fully 
explained. 
These silly men will presently 
realize that the world will go around as 
ever, without regard to them, that the 
people will regulate 
their clocks and 
watches according to any standard they 
choose, and that there is, nor can there be, 
any legal restraint put upon them to the 
contrary. 
Toe new standards are based 
upon scientific principles, contribute to the 
general convenience, lend to prevent com­ 
plications in dispatching trains, and will 
lessen the perplexities of travelers going 
from cast to weat, or we¡t to east, con­ 
cerning the differences in time-tables. Tne 
step taken is a progressive one, and thongh 
small, is an indication of advancement in a 
line of march Along which the feeble ob­ 


jections of old fogies will be scattered to 
molder, and testify to the stubbornness 
and folly of ignorance. 


T H E 
CHARITABLE SEASON. 


A t thiB season of the year there is a 
more earnest appeal made upon those able 
to give, to contribute to the wants of the 
poor. 
There is much to be done of real 
good by discreet and well-directed con­ 
tributions, and much of evil by careless 
and indiscriminate alms giving. 
The best 
method of helping the poor is to aid them 
to help themselves, and the majority of 
them are able to do so. 
But there are 
needs that can be answered only by direct 
contributions of food, clothing, money and 
medicines. 
Those cases are by far the beet 
reached through the medium of organized 
and unselfish charitable relief associations 
Our whole system of disbursing charity is 
faulty. 
In greater part it begins wrong, 
and its operations are unequal and fail of 
the endB aimed at. 
B at this is not a mat­ 
ter now to be discussed. 
In the absence of 
a system which should make aid to the de­ 
serving poor an equal burden, there re­ 
main only the associations of kindly men 
and wo men that undertake to UBe the funds 
given in charity to the best advantage. In 
discriminate giving of money to beggars 
but adds to the army of mendicants and 
augments real misery, while the really de­ 
serving are robbed of aid intended for them. 
The independent associations that dis­ 
burse charitable contributions in this State 
are, we believe, well conducted and worthy 
the public confidence. 
Through them the 
poor will be best aided during the ap­ 
proaching winter. 
They are ,better pre 
pared than others to economize charitable 
funds, to investigate doubtful cases, to 
resist imposition, and to enable the able­ 
bodied poor to secure remunerative work.

ENGLISH 
EXPERIM ENT. 


English authority comes to the support 
of the propositiorf to employ women in 
postofficee. 
The experiment appears to 
have worked well in England. 
W e have 
the word of the Spectator for it that they 
are civil, obliging and well-behaved, and it 
adds that there certainly has been “ a dis­ 
tinct gain of civility and obligingness 
wherever female clerks have been substi­ 
tuted for male.” 
It is clear that the ex­ 
periment in England has been successful 
No postal system is more complete in de­ 
tails, more exact in operation, more mathe 
matical in all its ramifications, than the 
English. 
I t is pre-eminently the best 
postal service in the world. It is therefore 
the very best in which to severely test the 
capacity of woman aB ao employe. 
The 
evidence is that she is equal to postoffice 
work, and the probability is that the Eng­ 
lish will continue her in the new position. 
Prejudice should not be allowed to bar the 
door to any employment in which women 
m»v properly engage. 
Suoh women as are 
employed in oostal work in the United 
States have, we be’.^ve, been quite as suc­ 
cessful as men in like posff’Ons, ,Dd if a 
few have failed, the fact is nothing com­ 
pared to the many men who have ill ad­ 
ministered public trusts.

We should recognize no mar­ 
riage within the State not first authorized 
by issuaace of license, nor any to which a 
church or civil official has not given the 
solemnity of his declaration and record. 
Marriage is an institution lying so close at 
the base of all good government, so essen­ 
tially a matter in which the State has a 
profound interest, that its contracting 
should be surrounded with some of the 
forms of solemnity. 
As it now is, the 
contract system is an invitation to fraud, 
renders possible raids upon the estates of 
deceased rich men and womeD, may be used 
to assiseblackmailingEchemes, detracts from 
the digBity of the marriage relation, and 
tends to break down the barriers that 
guard society from degeneracy. 


LOSING 
GROUND. 


It appears that in Iowa the ProhibP;on. 
iats will not have sufficient strength jn the 
Legislature, after all, to c»:ry out extreme 
measures. 
The majority is found, on a 
canvaee made, to be opposed to resubmit­ 
ting the prohibition constitutional amend­ 
ment. 
All that can be done is to pass a 
stringent law, liable to repeal, of course, by 
the next Legislature. 
This is due to the 
acts of 
the Prohibitionists themselves, 
whose extreme demands have begun to 
weaken their own party.

hibitionists in like manner lost ground.

FURTHER PROCEEDINGS OF THE CON­ 
VENTION NOW IN 8E8SI09. 


Fapers and Discussions Upon Fmlt-R&is- 
ing—Varieties—Insect Pests and Rem­ 
edies—Suggestions Presented. 


Followiug the report published yesterday of the 
Fruit-Growers’ Convention in session at San Fran­ 
cisco, the discussion upon the report ©f A. P. Hatch, 
of the Committee on Fruit Statistics and Ways and 
Means, resulted m the appointment of the follow­ 
ing committee to carry out the suggestions in the 
report: Benjamin Bates, of Sacramento ; W. M. 
Gladden and A. Codwell, of Sonoma ; Drs. Chapin 
and Block, of Santa Clara ; H. M. DeLong, of Ma­ 
rin ; Joseph Sexton and E H. Pierce, of Santa Bar­ 
bara ; W. H. Aiken, of Santa Cruz ; Dr. Kimball 
and Jaim e Shinn, of Alameda ; Leonard Coates, G. 
W. lhi=sel, H. W. Fraser and A. T. Hatch, of So­ 
lano ; Milton Thomas, A. Cownel and Samuel Mc­ 
Kinley, of Los Angeles ; J. H. Thomas, of Visalia ; 
James W. Violet, of Amador ; Dr. Strentzel and 
Nathaniel Jones, of Contra Costa ; M. Denieke and 
Gustave Esteu, of Fresno ; W. B. West, of San Joa­ 
quin ; H. J. Llewellyn, of Napa ; G. M. Grey, of 
Butte ; J. Goodwin, of Tuolumne ; Dr. Dail, of 
Merced ; J. M. Hickson, of San Francisco ; Felix 
Gillet, of Nevada City. 
James Shinn read a paper on apples, in which he 
said that good apples can be growu in ever} county 
in this State, and in fact are now being successfully 
and profitably grown by many fruitgrowers. Apple 
orchards should be kept clean, mellow, and nothing 
else should be grown therein. I should like, said 
the speaker, to repeat that last three times. [Laugh­ 
ter.] The question of what variety should be growu 
is an important one. The necessity of growing only 
the best has beén made apparent to any one who 
has studied the city market. The planter must 
resolutely limit the number of varieties he plants. 
Whatever excuses the early planters had for plant­ 
ing unsuitable Varieties cannot be pleaded now, as 
the planter can always now have the best varieties 
to select from, and only those should be planted. 
The planter must bear in mind the question of 
whether the purchaser will ever learn that the color 
and size of the apple does not determine its quality, 
is one that the very far distance will alone deter­ 
mine. 
A. P. Hatch contended that it was a false idea of 
economy that prompted the planting of shrubs or 
plants in an apple orchard at any time, even when 
the trees were fiist set out. 
Professor Hilgard said that planters who could 
not let the soil between the young and unbearing 
trees lie idle, planted currants and other shrubs and 
bushes, and fell into the habit of doing so after the 
trees were in bearing, and poor fruit was the re­ 
sult.Mr. Aiken believed in rich soil for apples, in plant­ 
ing nothing between the rows, and plowing in the 
grass for manure in the spring. 
G. M. Gray had met with great success in planting 
one row of pumpkin vineB between each two rows of 
apple trees. The vine kept the ground from baking 
and retained moisture. 
Mr. binith also advocated planting Fmall fruit be­ 
tween the rows; it gave the planter some profit while 
the trees were growing, and the plants absorb 
nothing from the soil necessary to the fruit trees. 
Other speakers advocated small fruit planting in 
the orchards, and Mr. Johnston remindeu the Con­ 
vention that this diversity of opinion was a lesult 
of the remarkable diversity of our soils. 
W. G. Klee, gardener of the State University, ex­ 
plained that the result of the experiments made at 
that institution with lime as a destroyer of the 
woolly aphis, the great enemv of the apple, was of 
no value, as the quality of the lime used was infe 
rior, and what good lime would do was still un­ 
known «t the University. 
Matthew Cooke stated that fresh, good lime was 
an excellent cure for the woolly aphis pest. 
James Shinn said that if the w oolly aphis could be 
reached it could be destroyed, but the trouble was 
to get at it. If a 10-} ear-old apple tret had the 
woolly aphis implanted on its roots, the tree might 
as well be cut down, as no cure could be applied to 
reach it If healthy young trees, perfectly free from 
the woolly aphis, were planted, and the ground 
moderately sprinkled with lime or ashes, the aphis 
will give that tree the “ go by." 
Dr. IIarkne88 delivered a lecture on the fungoid 
diseases of fruit trees, illustrated with enlarged 
drawings of diseased ieavefl. 
The lecturer incidentally mentioned the interest­ 
ing fact that while in Paris an eminent scientist, 
like himself a fungi expert, insit-ted that the trufHe 
must exist in California. As this desirable fungus 
is worth four dollars per pound even in Paris, the 
lecturer urged his hearers to keep a vigilant outlook 
for it, especially when digging in new ground. His 
description and illustration of the fungus that is 
now beginning to appear on tbe leaf and fruit of the 
apricot was the means of informing several of his 
hearers of the true cause of the blight that this 
year attacked their apricot orchards. In several 
orchards of the State the apricots were only fit for 
drying, and in two or three, several hundred boxes 
of the fruit had been utterly ruined. The fungus 
attacked tbe fruit, appearing in a bean 6haped spot 
on the sur 'ace, which extended quite into the stone, 
rotting and destroying the fruit. The speaker rec­ 
ommended os one remedy that the trees be planted 
sufficiently far apart sj that the leaves of adjoining 
trees shall not touch. 
J. E. Cutter, of Riverside, read a paper on raisin 
culture. He said that no raisin maker could hope 
to profit from dwarfed vines, and every attention 
should be given to growth in the early years of the 
vineyard. A ta later period the vine tends to the 
production of fruit and not to wood, hence it needs 
less nitrogen and more potash. The use of the for­ 
mer among vines appears to cause thim to cast their 
bloom and produce mildew. He related the story 
of a raisin maker who trebled the production of his 
vineyard by applying wood ashes to th-» roots of his 
vines. The variety was the Muscat,which at River­ 
side is the best for raisin making. Ths speaker 
pruned so as to form a very low’ viue, the principal 
head not averaging more than six inches from the 
ground, with some branches reaching above. The 
strougcst and best canes always grow lowest on the 
head. Another advantage was that the grapes re-, 
ceive more heat from the ground at night w l^n ]ow 
down, but if irrigation was practiced, tfto grower 
would have to head up a little bi^neF. It w as the 
speaker’s opin on that 
pruning was a per­ 
nicious practice, it reducing the vigor of the vine 
and quantity of 
Water should n^t be used 
when the v.ue ja jn bloom, but may bo liberally put 
on aft^x the fruit is set. The w’riter had obtained 
Oest resul's by irrigating twice, on July 7th 
and August 2lst. The vineyard should be irrigated 
after the crop has been picked. Irrigation should 
be timely, heavy, but not frequent, which tbe 
speaker considered a good rule. He believed the 
Muse it of Alexandria to be the best raisin grape in 
the world. 
The paper was discussed by Professor Hilgard 
and Messrs. Johnston, Block, Chandler, Hussinan 
and Cooke. 
The next fu'ject presented was by Senator L. W. 
Buck, of Solano, who read a paper on peach culture. 
The peach, lie said, flourishes best in deep, sandy 
soil, but will do well on heavier land if it is well 
drained. Too much water in the soil causes the sap 
in the roots to sour and rot. To grow fine peaches 
three things are necessary : Thorough cultivation, 
pruning and thinning. It is not only necessary to 
keep the orchard free from weeds, but the soil 
should be plowed and cultivated after the rains 
have ceased, until it i.* thoroughly loosened and pul 
verized. There is no fruit that will show neglect in 
this respect as much as the j»each. In some coast 
counties it may be better to have the sun penetrate 
to the inside of the tree, while in warm, dry cli 
in ites, shade is necessary. To p oduce shade the 
tree should be cut back heavily each year. In 
planting yearling* we cut them dow n to about twenty 
inches above the grouud, then allow only a few of 
the top buds to grow. At the end of the first year 
leave three or four branches, from four to six inches 
long, cutting off everything else. The next year 
leave about twelve or fifteen inches of the new 
growth. You will then have a good stocky, healthy 
three-year-old tree, ready to commence bear­ 
ing. Now cut the top lack again the next year 
in the same way, leaving about the same length 
of new wood, and cut back each succeeding 
year as the tree grows older. Trees should not 
be allowed to bear too young. Four years is 
goon enough. Ihere is no danger of pruning a 
peach tree too much. Cut off nine-tenths of all the 
new wood and then you wi.l have to thin the 
peaches out. In pruning bearing trees I leave from 
four to eight inches of new wood, taking care to 
leave this on the largest and healthiest growth, as 
the heaviest canes produce the finest fruit. In this 
State all kinds of peaches bear too heavy, and it ts 
only by severe pruning and thinning that a peach 
tree can be made vigorous, and to bear a crop ever} 
year. It is easy to raLc fine peaches on young trees 
for two or three years, but after that look out. I 
have never seen a peach tree injured by pruni'g 
when dormant. The lighter the soil the heavier the 
pruning shou.d be. But no m atter how heavy you 
have pruned y -u will still have to thin the peaches 
out after they are set. This should be done when 
the fruit is as large as a hazelnut, or as soon as you 
are able to tell which are the best. The thinning 
should be done by hand, and before the pit hardens, 
ag it does little good after that. It is impossible to 
give any rule 'or thinning. I leave from 300 to €00 
peaches on a tree, and none nearer than four inches 
apart, according to age and quality of toil. This 
will make from four to ten boxes of fine peaches, a 
crop that may be depend:d m every year unless 
killed by frost, provided the trees are treated as 
recommended. It will cost ten cents to thin trees 
from six to ten years old. A tree thus treated will 
produce more fruit than one allowed to have its 
own way, and the peaches will bring tbe highest 
prices. 
The views expressed by Mr. Buck w ere generally 
concurred in by speakers who followed. The writer 
was requested to spin ml to bis paper a list of va­ 
rieties of peaches suitable for canning anl drying 
and when so computed it was ordered that the 
piper be printed. Mr. Buck stated that he consid- 
ertxl the rotrly Crawford one of the best varieties for 
the locality of Vacavilie, where he residid. 
A paper prepared by Felix Gnlet, of Nevada City, 
on the codlin moth, was next read by the Secretary. 
The writer sai 1 this moth could be exterminated in 
Isolated orchards, but i'. had been found almost iin- 
poosiblc to prevent its spread in fruit localities. The 
ni-th tlreadcd a wet summer. A wet, damp and 
chilly climate was not in itsline. This accou ted for 
its rapid tpnad in California, in which htate the 
moth has buen discovered not more than nine years. 
The writer considered that tncre wcre only two ways 
to control or exterminate the codlin moth: First, 
by introducing iuto this State the moth’s own para­ 
site or any oth» r parasite willing to feed on its lar- 
\ je ; second, by rut ans of traps to catch the perfect 
i wet before it has had time to dep:*it any eggi on 
the blossoms or young fruit. To do this the aid of 
the Mato wa» needed. A reward should bo off<• red 
for tbe discovery cf the parasite and fcr the inven­ 
tion of traps to catch the moths. Wet winters do 
not affect the moths, as they are then pre|nred for 
storms. Irrigation at the proper time would do 
good. Quarantine should be used to prevent their 
spread. 
a: A paper up m the necessity of a knowledge of fruit 
pests wo® read by Professor C. H. Dwinelie, of the 
Mate University- 
He thought entomology should 
U taught in all the schools. 
By thus making an 
impression on the }OUthful mind, and enabling 
every child to Identify insects and learn the nature 
of their destructive powers, a species of learning 
that would last through life, might serve in time to 
eradicate fruit pests 
A qualified entomologist 
should be engaged at the Univcrsi y, and allowed to 
start a grand system of " b u j” instruction. Toe 
Regents had osfiabl'shed a chair of Entomology, but 
the State had never appropriated money to carry 
out the scheme The fruit-growers should put 
their hands in their pockets and proceed to gather 
this knowledge aud disseminate it. 
Iheae views wi re warmly indorsed by other *}>eak- 
<r* who followed. 
Finally Mr Hatch offered the 
following preamble and rcsoluti-u : 
Whereas, i he fruit and wine interests bid fair to 
become the leading industries of this Stat ; 
Resolved, Ti.at we, iu couv ntion assembled, as 
reprt-sei tiiig the fruit-growers of this State, do ur­ 
gently and earnestly request, j ray, and by right dc 
in m i the introduction into our public schools of the 
stud? of economic entomology. 


Professor Dwinelie’advocated the adoption of the 
resolution, and Mark McDonald opposed it. Tbe 
latter thought better results would come from 
teaching entomology in the University. 
Mr. Haines favored a memorial asking the Legis­ 
lature to endow the Entomological chair already es 
tablished at the University, aud thought the resolu­ 
tion superfluous. 
Some objection was made to the resolution on the 
ground that it was indefinite, but Mr. Hatch said it 
was only to obtain the sense of the Convention and 
could be followed by other proceedings. 
Mr. McDonald moved to strike out the words “and 
by right demand,*’ but the motion was lost and the 
resolution adopted. 
A committee of five was appointed to inquire Into 
the feasibility of endowing a chair of Entomology in 
the State University by voluntary contribution. 
A report by Dr. Chapin, State Inspector of Fruit 
Pests and Diseases, w as read.

Oakland, November 2 St.—Plowing is now in 
progress in Alameda county. There is not much 
new land available for cultivation, though some is 
reported being broken around Livermore and on the 
Bolst. The increase of acreage in fruit is tha most 
noticeable feature of agricultural progress, many 
landholders abandoning grain for fruit. 
A m ador. 
J ackson, November 19th.—The general condition 
of business in Amador county the past year will 
bear favorable comparison with previous ones. The 
quartz-mining interest has, on the whole, improved, 
especially at the extreme northern and southern 
portions of the main miueial belt running through 
tbife county. The prospect indicates an increased 
gold production oxer the yield of last year. The 
yield of agricultural products in the valley section 
has barely come up to the average, and the fruit 
crop has been almost a total failure, except the 
vintage, which has turned out well. The labor mar­ 
ket is normal, the supply being equal to the de­ 
mand. The present prospects of the county are de­ 
cidedly encouraging. 
C ala veras. 
San Andreas, November 19th.—The recent rains 
have set all our farmers plowing and seeding, and a 
larger acreage premises to be put in than usual. 
The mi.iing interest is unusually good. Transfers of 
mining nroperty involving large interests have re­ 
cently been made, and miners look forward at once 
to active employment. 
Business of all kinds 
throughout the county is improving. 
C o n tra Costa. 
Martínez, November 21st. —During the current 
year Contra Costa county has experienced a great 
advance in material prosperity, although but about 
two thirds of a crop was harvested. This partial 
failure has been more than made good by the great 
impetus given business by large investments of cap­ 
ital on the Straits of C&rquincz, and the consequent 
enhancement of value of property, and a boyeful 
fcelirg is produced thereby.

Chico, November 19th.—The general condition of 
trade aud the various industries in this place are 
most prosperous. All through this section there 
has been a great building boom, and co-day the first 
brick was laid for the new Odd Fellows’ temple, a 
three-story brick building to cost about $30,000. 
There his ulso been a great advance in city proper­ 
ty aud farming lands, tome of the latter having in­ 
creased in value nearly fifty |>er cent. At present 
the erection of a woolen mill is being agitated and 
ia likely to be a success in the neai future.

The mar.y wineries have been driven to their full 
capacity, and the quality of the wines will be much 
better. In real estate the transactions have been 
largely in excess of any year. There have been 
more buildings, aud of a much superior class, put 
up in Sauta Rosa this year than in any other. 
Some of them are s’atcly mansions. The woolen 
factory, the flour mills, the tannery and other man- 
facturing establishments have all been enlarged to 
meet the growing di mauds, and all are prospering 
more than ever. Thtre is not an idle mechan!e, 
artisan or laborer in this city nor hereabout, and 
good wages prevail. All thes is not a boom ; it is 
simply' the progress of business in every branch, 
the result of increasing immigration and advancing 
enterprise. Mercantile pursuits of all kinds are 
profiting by the substantial flow of improvement, 
and there is no fai!ure or bankruptcy. Money is 
lying in the bank vault* uncalled for, at low inter­ 
est ; mortgages are being paid off, and capital is act­ 
ive.

The Buckeye Flour 
Mill in this city is about to make extqpsive ehance* 
and improvements in machinery so as to increase its 
product to 600 barrels per day. A largo new can­ 
nery has been budt in Yuba City, to b ; in operation 
next year. The town of Wheatland has nude con­ 
siderable improvements during the year, a number 
of fine buildings having gone tip. Smartsvillc is in 
a languishing condition ia consequence of the anti­ 
debris lit gttion, but w hen the hydraulic process is 
finally abandoned and the drifting method of min­ 
ing resorted to, the place will probably be more 
than ever pr yp rom*. There has been but little 
change in other mountain towns. The mining 
interests of this county are generally steadily de­ 
clining in consequence of the gradual working out 
of the placer mines, and the poor returns of quartz 
mini *g, while on the other hand interest in viticult­ 
ure and fruit-growing is’ generally constantly in­ 
creasing. Too old winery and distillery here has 
been reopened during the year and is d >ing a profit­ 
able business, and a new establishment of the s*me 
sort has bee.i built at Moore's Station, just across 
the Rutic county line, wlt n immunity from tlickens. 
Grape-growing and orcharding is destined to be­ 
come the great industries of Yuba and Sutter, both 
countie* poss* .«sing most desired advantages for the 
cultivation of all description of fruit giowu in Cali­ 
fornia.
